And  now  it  has  received  the  name  of  “  Park 
not  quite  appropriate  as  yet,  for  that  implies 
some  email  degree,  at  least,  of  artistic  care  and 
attention.  These,  wa  hope,  It  will  ere  long  re¬ 
ceive.  Of  tfte  name*  mentioned,  we  must  confess 
that  the  pleasantest  as  w*U  as  the  greatest  in  oar 
memory,  is  that  of  Green  But  let  that  pea*. 

"One  prominent  idee  In  the  minds  of  the  fathers 
when  they  laid  oat  wide  the  boundaries  of  the 
park,  was  ita  use  as  a  military  common.  Thia  is 
the  term  of  the  original  deed :  “  A  military  com¬ 
mon,  for  thte  purpose  and  no  other.”  For  many 
years  it  was  need  faithfully  la  aeoordano*  with 
rthe  original  design.  Training  days  ware  a  great 
institution ;  w*  wish  th*  printer  would  allow  ns 


the  meet  prominent  heroes.  But  the  effect  on 
onr  boy*  might  be  bed.  by  inspiring  them  with 
e  desire  for  martial  glory. 

Military  time*  were  followed  by  the  age  of 
“poet*"  Two  purposes  vara  served  by  these 
0 refill  article*;  the  bordere  were  ornamented,

•nrfoce.  Many  can  remember  the  real  with 
which  onr  citiaen*  carted  chestnut  loga  to  Mr.

Tranche*  were  dug,  six  feat 
wide  by  on*  or  more  In  depth ;  the  stones,  often 
more  than  a  foot  la  diameter,  were  gathered 
from  the  field*,  thrown  into  the  excavation,  piled 
up  till  higher  then  the  surf  are,  and  covered  with 
a  easting  of  dirt  and  gravel  When  finished,  they 
resembled  th*  squares  on  a  checker  board,  as  no 
diagonal  line*  had  been  allowed  to  mar  the  aym 
motry  of  th*  work.  Though  Dot  equal  to  pave¬ 
ment,  they  answered  the  purpose  in  view,  as  the 
ladies  <mnld  work  their  way  over  them  in  wet 
weather,  without  losing  their  overshoe* ;  which 
wa*  sure  to  he  the  case  if  they  should  rashly  try 
a  shorter  petit  “  across  lota.”
